ters (et fro my Lozvs the 
— taenerail ſtates of the 
lowe countries, by my Lozo of V Villers 
ſall, and Paiſter Paule Buys Aduocate 
of Holland, In companp of my L end the 
Ambaſadoz fcom the Emperour, and 
' therunto being erneſtip requeited, to be 
bzougbt oner vnto the afozeſaid Lo2d 
and Pzince, and hauing vnderſtod ther 
by that tbe afo2ſatd Loꝛds and ſtates des 
fired to haue their aduice vppo any Arti⸗ 
cle concluded on, by manner ot an euer⸗ 
"taſting Edia, in the name of the King, 
- and confirmation ofthe peace, being bes 
tween the lands oner and on this ſide , 
and Ds Iohn of Eaſteurick. The which 
Articles hauing been wholy ſhewed vato 
them, bauing aunſwered, and do anſwer 
the ſame which herafter faloweth. 
What is to ſay. At the fight of the afo2» 
ſaid Arficles,they cannot leaue but com 
mend the erneſt zele and great dere 
which p afozſaid Lozd? x ſtates, do ſhews 
to haue, in ſetting again our poꝛe diſtre:
